The young people of Canada who 
are still pursuing their regular lives 
and occupations have a definite pa’t 
to take in the Dominion’s war effort 
ami should do their share just as those 
who have joined the colors are doing 
their share. This was the opinion o! 
all speakers at a well attended meet¬ 
ing of the Young People** Loyalty 
League in the Canadian Legion had 
last Thursday evening. 

W. I. Irvine, president of the senior 
Loyalty League, told his attentive 
audience to be on the lookout for sub¬ 
versive activities of any kind but 
warned lhat under no eircumstancc.s 
should the law be taken into their ow i 
hands; that such matters should be 
reported ,to the police, who will take 
the necessary action. 

A great deal of work can he done by 
an organization such as the Young 
People's Loyalty League, said Robert 
Munro, president of the group. Ht 
also urged those present to give great 
er support to the Red Cross. The Vul¬ 
can Rifle Club is being given the fud 
support of the group and Harold King 
spoke on this matter, stating that 
there was no membership fee involved 
and that jjt was the duty of every boy 
and man> to learn how to handle a 
rifle.

rpHOSK who are at home and are likely to remain 
at home, during the period of war, are still in po¬ 
sition to give help to the fighting forces. They may be 
far from the battle line, but they can turn in tVieir quar¬ 
ters and their dollars to the government by buying sav¬ 
ing stamps. Saving stamps have been called “silver 
bullets," and the figure of speech well describes the pur¬ 
pose of the investment. The purchase of these stamps, 
is a loan to the government, to enable the country to 
equip the soldiers as speedily as possible. 

In a dictatorship, citizens would have no freedom of 
choice in—the matter of the odd bits of change jing¬ 
ling in their pockets. In Germany, every money re¬ 
source has been seized for the sinews of war. People 
have gone underfed and humbly clad, according to our 
standards, for many years in order to feed tfipir war 
machine.

Unless the ene¬ 
my is driven back, he will destroy our whole concep¬ 
tion of free and fearless living. 

The army must have implements of war, the best 
which can be made, in quantities unimaginable anj im¬ 
mediately. It is for purchase of such material that the 
government asks the people all over Canada to aid by re¬ 
turning to the common exchequer all their money that 
can be spared. This is merely by way of loan for pies- 
ent emergency. It is an investment, a type of saving 
which means no permanent sacrifice to the purchaser 
and will be fully returner! at later date.

America Rouses 

(Elmore Philpotts in Vernon News)- 

The most encouraging aspect of the 
developments in the United States is 
the frank recognition that the Ameri¬ 
can people may have to fight Hitler 
and the Nazis, not to save Britain, not 
.o sa\>e- France, not to save democracy, 
not to save the investments of their 
bankers, but to save themselves. Dur¬ 
ing and after the last war, there was 
a deep disposition on the part of the 
people of the United States to ap¬ 
praise their intervention in that wan 
as having beerf made to iiave the al¬ 
lies. In the last few weeks the people 
of the United States have faced grim 
reality. They have pictured a totalitar¬ 
ian victory in Europe as an imminent 
possibility'. They have suddenly done 
some realistic thinking about what 
the world would really be Ijke if there 
were no British Empire, no French 
republic, no British navy (unless in¬ 
corporated in the Nazi fleet) and no 
armed “force anywhere between Ger¬ 
many and America.

(Wenatchee World) 

All up and down the Okanogan val¬ 
ley on this side of the border and the 
.“Okanogan” valley on the other side, 
indignation is felt »nd openly express¬ 
ed at the unfair and unjustified dis¬ 
crimination against Canadian funds 
by the financial powers of the United 
States. 

The Canadian control board fixed 
;he premium on U.S. money at ten 
per cent and has kept it. there. Stores, 
•lowever, only allow a premium of 
eight per cent on silver currency and 
ten per cent on paper mone'y. But 
whatever the premium allowed, it is 
stable and reliable. 

On the other hand, the U.S. discount 
rate varies from day to day, having 
gone all the way-up from two per cent 
to 35. The margin of difference-works 
against the Canadian citizen having 
business on this side of the line. If 
he brings $100 in Canadian money 
with him he finds it is only worth $85 
on this side of the line. Then if he 
should return with $100 in U.S. cur- 
rency it would only be worth $110 if 
spent or deposited in a Canadian bank. 
He would lose $25 on the difference in 
exchange alone, or 25 per cent. 

Now all Canadians crossing the bor¬ 
der must produce a passport, and it 
would be no more than natural to ex¬ 
pect that a similar rule will be adopt¬ 
ed by the Dominion of Canada. 

Surely some method should be 
adopted by which reputable citizens of 
Canada will be permitted to freely 
cross the imaginary boundary line 
without being subjected to the trouble 
and expense of obtaining a passing 
each time they visit this country. 

This passport ruling may prove to 
be the “last straw” that will check the 
friendly interchange of business and 
social visits across the line.

Wey- 
gand, 73 years of age, a gallant fighter a quarter of a 
century ago; and succeeded in the most crucial moment 
of French history by an 84-year-old. In Britain. Prem¬ 
ier Baldwin was succeeded by Premier Chamberlain, 
who in turn, preferred other old men in his cabinet to 
the more vital, vigorous and combative element of 
youth. 

There is no excuse that younger men were not avail¬ 
able, but they were not encouraged. The plain people 
are at a loss to understand how if'was possible for Ger¬ 
many to rearnl, without the neighboring countries show¬ 
ing any awareness.

It is the 
young men of every nation who must pour out their live- 
on the battlefields. Their destiny should not lie in the 
hands of those who are tottering on the edge of the 
grave. And when peace terms are made, why should 
It be the ancients ready for another world, w-ho make 
the peace terms by which the young people of this world 
must live?

Modern War Costly 


(Kitchener Record) 

Waging a war in this mechanized 
age is a pretty costly business. Thk 
following figures give some idea of 
how Mars has developed a voracious 
appetite for eating up dollars: 

A single torpedo costs $10>000. 

A rifle and bayonet cost $30. 

Ordinary field guns like 18-poundere 
require an outlay of $6,800 each. The 
bigger guns cost much more, accord¬ 
ing to the weight of the projectile and 
the range. Some of thq larger guns 
run to $200,0(H) apiece. That means 
only five of this type could be had for 
a million dollars. 

>A light tank will cost around $5,000 
with the heavier tanks running the 
price up near the $50,000 mark. 

A Heavy shell will cost about $240. 
And, really heavy projectiles, such as 
those hurled) from large naval guns, 
cost from $8,000 to $10,000 each. 

A single gun can shoot away $100,- 
000 worth of shells in a few hours of 
intense barrage firing. 

The smaller fighting airplanes run 
around $30,000 each, with the big 
bombers costing $200,000 apiece or 
more.

A number of local people are said to 
be interested in taking refugee child¬ 
ren from Britain into their homes, and' 
Canada generally has given evidence 
that a great imfny homes will welcome 
these little folk from the British Isles. 

Nothing but the kindliest intent is 
prompting Canadian people to open 
their homes to these helpless children 
from a threatened land. But there are 
practical considerations receiving at¬ 
tention. It is hoped to place the child¬ 
ren in homes as nearly like those from 
which they have come as is possible. 
The warning is issued that this is no 
obligation which can be dismissed 
easily if it becomes boresome. No one 
knows at the moment how long the 
war may last, or what reassembling oi 
the British people may result. At 
present the intention is that the child¬ 
ren will return to their homes when 
the war is over, but there is no- cer¬ 
tainty that this may be possible. So 
in welcoming these children, no speci¬ 
fic period for remaining in Canad.fcan 
be set. J 

British children have come to Can¬ 
ada under entirely different -conditions 
for many decades past. One such pro¬ 
ject was the Barnardo scheme, which 
took children from slums and placed 
them in Canadian homes under a work 
and board policy. The present plan 
bears no similarity. The British child¬ 
ren now being evacuated are not ex¬ 
pected to “work out” their keep. They 
are. to be safeguarded from every 
physical, moral and social’angle, and 
given every opportunity for-happi- 
ness. A very careful selection will 
have to be made of the homes in which 
the children are placed. 

It is not beyond possibility that 
many of these children may eventually 
become Canadians,' absorbed into the 
life of Canada. At any rate, during 
their period here, they are to be given 
every advantage which the normal 
Canadian child enjoys. 

The advantage of their being re¬ 
ceived into Canadian homes* is that 
Canadian people mav thus express 
more warmly and directly their solici¬ 
tude for the little evacuees from the 
mother country. If they are to remain 
in Canada, this undoubtedly is the 
best and quickest method of Canadian- 
izatjon. if, however, they are to be 
returned to the homes in Britain from 
which they have had to flee, it might 
be more efficient and economical co 
keep them together, housing them 
and educating them in large institu¬ 
tions under supervision of British 
educators.

First of all we must understand- 
ciearly how the present perilous situ¬ 
ation has come about, it is due im¬ 
mediately to the diabolical military 
cleverness of the German. They are 
full-time professionals at the art o,f 
war, while the democracies are part- 
time amateurs. Their manoeuver 
which drew the B.E.F. and a quarter 
of the French army out of their pre¬ 
pared positions on to the open plains 
of Flanders was a brilliant one. If 
they didn’t manage to capture the men 
they got their equipment and put 
them out of action for the time being j 
as an effective fighting force, which 
served them almost as well. Then by 
seizing the Channel ports arid present¬ 
ing the threat of invasion right under 
Britain’s nose, they tied down her for¬ 
ces at home while they turned and 
swiftly fell with all their might on the 
remaining part of the French army. 
Italian intervention just at the_mo- 
ment of maximum .strain was intended 
to break the .French morale, as Soviet 
intervention on the 17th day ended all' 
chance of successful Polish resistance. 

But none of this would have been 
possible had the German command not 
possessed such huge supplies of war 
machines. How could the;? pile up 
such an -Overwhelming* superiority in 
this respect in so few 7 years? Where, 
it is ofteh asked, did they get the mon¬ 
ey? It is not so much a question of 
money, as we understand it. Germany 
has been poor in money ever since 
Hitler came to power. The German 
war machine was taken out of the 
people’s hide. It was built out of the 
luxuries and fine clothing of the few, 
the pleasures and trips abroad of 
many, and the butter of everyone. For 
six years something like half of this 
clever and hard-working nation’s in¬ 
come and % energy has gone into build¬ 
ing tanks and planes, shells and bombs 
submarines and torpedo boats. 

While the Germans depressed the 
standard of living, the democracies 
sought to raise it. We put our money
